Definition of a duck stamp: 

The Migratory Bird Hunting 
Stamp Act of 1934 (48 Stat. 451; 
16 U.S.C. 718a), as amended, pro- 
vides that no person who has at- 
tained the age of 16 years shall 
take any migratory waterfowl 
(brant, wild ducks, geese, and 
swans) unless at the time of such 
taking he has on his person an 
unexpired Federal migratory bird 
hunting stamp (commonly called 
Duck Stamp), validated by his sig- 
nature written across the face of 
the stamp in ink. A person who 
has not reached his 16th birthday 
does not have to have a stamp. 

It is just as important to have 
a duck stamp, or even more 80, 
than a hunting license.

They should let elected of- 
ficials know they are concerned. 
If we can’t clean up our streams 
and lakes we will sacrifice our 
standard of living.

Regular medical expense protec- 
tion can be expected to continue 
to grow, the Institute said. It esti- 
mated that as of June 1, 1965 some 
111 million persons had this cover- 
age. 


Benefits paid by insurance com» 
panies to persons covered by this 
insurance have increased three 
times as fast over the last 5 years 
as the climb in the number of per- 
sons protected, the Institute said. 


From the end of 1959 to the 
end of 1964 the net insurance com: 
pany coverage of persons with re- 
gular medical expense insurance 
climbed from 38.2 to 55.2 million, 
a 43.3 per cent increase. 


At the same time, the total 
amount of benefits paid by insur- 
ance companies for these physi- 
cian expenses, including benefits 
for such expenses received under 
major medical expense policies, 
increased 132 per cent, from $236 
million to $548 million.

The stage, designed by MSFC 
and the Boeing Co., generated its 
full thrust of 7.5 million pounds, 
equivalent, at maximum flight 
velocity, to about 160 million horse- 
power.

SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE 
LAW ASKED 


JACKSON, Miss. — Mississippi 
Supt. of Education Jack Tubb 
urges passage of a compulsory 
school attendance law to shave the 
soaring number of dropsouts in the 
state. 

Tubb, in an address to Missis- 
sippians for Public Education, aid 
he was alarmed by the state drop- 
out problem. He said last year the 
state had 22,866 student dropouts. 

Mississippi abolished its school 
attendance laws at a time when 
laws were being knocked off the 
books in efforts to thwart school 
desegregation. 

Tubb said, “These students do 
not have sufficient training 
to maintain desirable standards of 
living. The unemployment rate 
of dropouts is known to be 17 per 
cent higher than the high school 
graduates.” 

The veteran education leader 
said many of the cases of dropouts 
could be prevented by making it 
mandatory to attend school. 

It is my belief, Tubb said, that 
a well written, properly enforced 
law on school attendance, would 
save many of the prospective drop- 
outs of the future.

ASC county and community 
farmer-committees are in charge 
of local administration of such 
national programs as the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program, the 
feed grain program, the National 
Wool Program, acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas, commodity 
loans, and storage facility loans. 
Each year, local farmers earn 
thousands of dollars through parti- 
cipation in these farm-action pro- 
grams.
